1 . (currently amended) An identity confirmation m e ssaging method 
comprising: 

receiving g e n e rat i ng a message from a mobile device, the message 
having significance independent of reporting a geographical location of the 
mobile device^ and attach i ng to an ov e rhead port i on of th e m e ssag e an 
automatically generated location stamp attached to an overhead portion of the 
message, the location stamp indicating the geographical location of the mobile 
device as an origin of the message s and 

confirming an identity of a sender of the message based on the location 

stamp. 

2. (previously presented) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 
activating a locating device associated with the mobile device to provide 

the geographical location; and 

generating the location stamp corresponding to the geographical location. 

3. (previously presented) The method of claim 2, wherein the locating 
device is a GPS device, and the location is expressed using longitude and 
latitude values. 

4. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein g e n e rat i ng 
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th o m o ssago comprises the sender uses us< 
the mobile device to generate the message.

5. (currently amended) The method of claim 4, wherein the message 
includes a voice message from the sender u ser . 

6. (currently amended) The method of claim 4, wherein the message 
includes a text message that the sender use^entered.

8. (previously presented) The method of claim 1 , further comprising 
transmitting the message from the mobile device to a receiving station.

13. (original) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein the action is a charge to 
an account. 

14. (original) The method of claim 13, wherein the charge is a credit 
card charge

16. (previously presented) The method of claim 8, further comprising: 
intercepting the message at a processing center before the message 

reaches the receiving station; and 

at the processing center converting the location stamp into a form suitable 
for the receiving station. 

17. (currently amended) An identity confirmation system i nc l ud i ng a 
mobi le d e vic e , comprising: 

a transmitt e r; 

a l ocat i ng dev i c e wh i ch prov i d e s a g e ogr a ph i ca l l ocat i on of th e mob ile 
d e vic e ; 
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an i nterface to an app li cat i on program pres e nted to a uoor to allow a us e r 
generat e a messag e having a sign i ficanc e i ndep e ndent of r e porting a l ocation of 
th e mob ile d e v i c e ; and 

a control un i t coupled to the transmitter, wherein for e ach messag e 
transm i tted from th e transmitter, the contro l un i t rece i ves the geograph i ca l 
l ocat i on from th e l ocating dovico and attaches a l ocation stamp to an ov e rh e ad 
port i on of th e m e ssag e i nd i cat i ng th e g e ographica l l ocation to th e m e ssag e . 

a receiver station configured to receive a message from a mobile device, 
the message having a significance independent of reporting a geographical 
location of the mobile device and a location stamp attached to an overhead 
portion of the message, the location stamp indicating the geographical location; 
and wherein the receiver station is configured to confirm an identity of a sender 
of the message based on the location stamp. 

18. (currently amended) The system of claim 17, further comprising 
where i n tho l ocat i ng dov i co compr i ses a global sate ll it e positioning satellite 
(GPS) system. 

19. (currently amended) The system of claim 17, further comprising 
wh e r ei n th e transm i tt e r compr i s e s a wireless telephone system. 

20. (previously presented) The system of claim 17, wherein the 
geographical location is expressed in terms of latitude and longitude values. 
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21 . (currently amended) The system of claim 17[[20]], wherein the 
message includes a voice message from the sender usef. 

22. (currently amended) The system of claim 17[[20]], wherein the 
message includes a text message that the sender u se^entered. 

23. (canceled). 

24. (currently amended) The system of claim 17, further comprising a 
wher ei n th e transmitter that conforms to a protocol of a wireless communication 
system. 

25. (currently amended) The system of c[aimJ7[[23]] t wherein the 
receiving station determines whether the geographical location identified by the 
location stamp corresponds to a predetermined location relevant to an action 
identified from the message. 

26. (previously presented) The system of claim 25, wherein the action 
is a delivery. 

27. (previously presented) The system of claim 25, wherein the action 
is a charge to an account. 
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28. (previously presented) The system of claim 27, wherein the charge 
is a credit card charge. 

29. (canceled). 

30. (currently amended) The system of claim 17[[25]], further 
comprising: 

a processing center which intercepts the message before the message 
reaches the receiving station and which converts the location stamp into a form 
suitable for the receiving station. 
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
